clothing of man and so be carried to 
some possible new foothold in the 
soil; others are provided with special 
coverings or have some quality which 
insures their distribution by birds, 
animals and man, and still others 
like the squirting cucumber, are so- 
made that when their seeds are ma- 
ture they are forcibly expelled from 
the seed pod by a sort of explosion.

H 


OW often have you listened to 


the stories of a child with 
amusement or disapproval? 


And after be has finished bis little 
tale of adventure or play prowess, 
what have you done? Did you scold 
bin and tell him he was lying, and 
that BO sensible parson could be- 
i:eve tbe wild tales be has told? Or 
did yon smile with much Amusement 
and give no more attention to it?

show your children the true rela- 
tionship between the truth of the 
mind and the fallacy of ctatement.

up on a camp on the plains and the 
teamwork ot a professional baseball 
nine are valuable to the player. 


The weapon that is least needed 


1s a rifle. 
A club or a sandbag or 


an Indian battleaxe or spiked club 
is better, 
A good slugger without 


any weapon at all may take an ad- 
versary's loaded rifle away from him 
and knock him down and then kick 
ihlm to death.

The monotony of trench existence,

Peruvian Develops Device 
Enabling Gunner to Fire 


Accurately. 


P*tent rights nave recently been 


granted to a Peruvian inventor who 
ha* developed an aeroplane destroy- 
er so designed as to enable a gun- 
ner to determine quickly the eleva- 
tion and velocity of an enemy craft 
and flre upon it with accuracy. 


Briefly It consists of a machine gun 


combined with a range finding and 
sighting mechanism.

On average days in the trenches 


the main danger is from shrapnel 
bullets and fragments from shell et-

vulnerable 
substance as 
human 


flesh. Together, a corselet and a 
steel helmet pretty effectively shield 
vital parts against missiles of low 
velocity. 


The use of the corselet Is limited 


virtually to officers 
who 
pay for 


them out of their own pocket*. The 
expense and labor of supplying all 
ranks of » great array with them 
would seem out of the question. But 
gradually all the British soldiers are 
being supplied with the steel helmets 
after their 
successful 
use by the 


French who first introduced them. 
The French pattern is quite graceful 
beside the -British, which Is round 
and something the shape of a toad- 
stool. 
The British is heavier than 


the French and there Is method In 
Its soup-plate grotesqueness. Thanks 
to Its form, a bullet which strikes 
It In front, Instead of going through 
the head as Is the case with the 
French helmet, it strikes, glances 
and follows the Inside of the helmet 
passing out at the rear.
